The mu llet crop is locally known as 
Biloxi b acon, b ecau se down there it is 
as ab solu te a necessary of life as pork 
Is elsewhere in the Sou th. The visitor 
to all tho gu lf resorts is more addicted 
to mu llet than he realizes. 
It some­ 
times parades on the hill of fare as 
trou t or something else which gives 
variety to the menu . 
Bu t t>e not deceived. While the coast 
can fu rnish a good mu llet no other fish 
need apply. The names are changed to 
satisfy the u nedu cated northerner, b u t 
the fish remains the same. Ju st what 
a hold the mu llet diet has on the na­ 
tives is clear from a story they tell 
ab ou t Biloxi. 
A good many years ago there was a 
mu llet famine along the coast. The peo­ 
ple had to fall Imck on other fish, su ch 
as the hu mb le speckled trou t and the 
u nintellectu al sheephead. It was a time 
of sacrifice whose memory has su rviv­ 
ed u ntil this day, when, it is declared, 
the old inhab itants recall it with a 
shu dder as they repeat their morning 
su pplication: 
“Give u s this clay ou r 
daily mu llet.” 
It Is said that a Biloxlan can pretty 
nearly navigate his whole career, from 
Infancy to death and b u rial, with mu l­ 
let as his chief dependence. 
When h« 
Is a b ab y ho cu ts his teeth on a piece 
of mu llet; as a b oy he fishes for it; tha 
chief requ irement in a wife is that sh« 
shall know how to cook it, and it i» 
most consolatory when served to the 
fu neral gu ests. 
Du ring the Civil War the people of 
the mu llet holt wou ld have had mighty 
slim pickings if It had not b een for 
their favorite fish. 
Many a Confed­ 
erate soldier imprisoned b y Bu tler on 
Ship Island has cau se to b e gratefu l to 
Biloxi b acon or b lack eyes, as the mu l­ 
let is also called. 
It is not an easy fish to land with 
hook and line or even to catch with a 
seine.

Legal Information 


In Rosen bl urn vs. Elsenberg, 108 New 
York Supplement, 350, land was sold at 
a tax sale without notice being given 
to the owner’s wife, w ho contended that 
the sale was Invalid, as lier Inchoate 
right of dow'or was not extinguished. 
The New York Supreme 
Court 
held 
that, although the statute provides for 
right of redemption by any person hav­ 
ing estate In the lands or tenements 
sold, an inchoate right of dower w’as 
not such an estate, and failure to give 
notice to her did not affect the title. 
In State vs. Northern Pacific Ry. 
Co., 03 Pacific Reporter, 045, defend­ 
ants, charged with violation of a stat­ 
ute regulating the hours of labor of em­ 
ployes of carriers, passed by the Legis­ 
lature in 1007, defended on the ground 
bhat It was an Interference with Inter­ 
state commerce. 
The Supreme Court 
of Montana held this regulation to be 
a legitimate exercise of the power of 
the State, which was not in ide ineffec­ 
tive until an act with which it conflict­ 
ed, passed later by Congress, became 
operative. 
In 1007 tho Legislature of Minne­ 
sota passed a law fixing tho charges of 
transportation of certain commodities, 
aud providing large fines and sometimes 
Imprisonment for its breach. The rail­ 
roads contended that operation under 
the new rates would so diminish tin ir 
revenue as to constitute :• taking of 
their property without due process of 
law’, aud. If tlioj att anpted to operate 
under the old rates, they waul I subject 
themselves to penalties so enormous as 
to force a cessation of their business. 
In Ex parte Young. J ' Supreme Court 
Reporter, 441, the United States Su­ 
preme Court held Ha* law invalid be­ 
cause the effect of the benty penalties 
was to close all approaches 
to 
tho 
courts, and thus prevent any hearing 
upon the question of the rates.

gests a fruit diet as the most suitable; 
further confirmation is afforded by the 
obvious predilection of nearly all chil­ 
dren for such food. 
The best fruits for 
food are apples, bananas, grapes, nuts, 
dates, raisins and figs. 
Nuts are especially valuable, owing 
to the large amount of fa t they con­ 
tain ; the old-fashioned idea that they 
are indigestible is due partly to the 
error In taking them at the, end of an 
already more than ample meat meal, 
and partly to insufficient 
mastication. 
Chestnuts are the easiest to digest and 
make an excellent food. 
Many other 
fruits may be taken, always remember­ 
ing that stone fruits sometimes dis­ 
agree, and that acid fruits should be 
taken in moderation. Strawberries con­ 
tain a considerable amount of purins, 
and should be avoided by all with a 
gouty or rheumatic tendency. 
Among 
fruits, we include those of the cereals, 
such as wheat and rice. 
White bread 
is free from purin, but brown contains 
a varying amount derived from the 
husk. 
The most wholesome form of 
bread Is unleavened.

Mile after mile of sheep rendy for 
shearing, not to mention mile after mile 
of goats for butting, was the sight that 
greeted Superintendent Zimmer of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, when he visited San Cle­ 
mente, from which island he returned 
recently, says the I>os Angeles Times. 
Next month the sheep and the goats 
will be separated; not in the old bib­ 
lical way, but in modern style and a f­ 
ter an exciting round-up. 
San Clemente island is twenty-eight 
miles long, and to Mr. Zimmer it seem­ 
ed as if lie saw twenty-eight miles of 
sheep. 
He was not there on business, 
but as the guest of the owners of the 
island, Robert and Charles Ilowland 
and Mrs. Ilowland. 
Where he couldn’t 
see sheep he spied goats. 
There are 
nearly 25,000 of tHe former and 4,000 
of the latter. 
The goats are an unmiti­ 
gated nuisance, because they kill so 
many sheep, and are being hunted. 
It takes a long time to round up the 
sheep. 
Mr. Zimmer says they seem to 
know' when the attempt is to be made. 
Just now it is easy to get near them, 
but as soon as they see a number of 
horseback riders and other indications 
that they are about to lose their wool, 
they get down into the gullies and hide, 
and it takes strenuous efforts to cor­ 
ral them. 
F a r wilder than the sheep are the 
goats. 
They stay In the canyons and 
usually won’t mix with the former, but 
when the fancy seizes them they charge 
down on the flocks and butt the lambs 
to death. 
In formation the island is very like 
the rolling country around San Pedro. 
It is believed to have been the burial 
ground of giant Indians who inhabited 
this coast in early times. 
Mr. Zimmer 
says that from a place 500 or 000 feet 
square a number of skulls of the orig­ 
inal native sons have been taken. 
The 
indications are that the giants were 
burled in rows.

The history of the Tacon theater of 
Havana Is very interesting. 
In the year 
1835 Francisco Marty, who was then 
flu* leader of a band of pirates which 
Infested the Island of Cuba, and who 
had a price of $10,000 on his head, was 
captured and ordered to be put to death. 
Seeing there was no hope for him, lie 
asked leave to see General Tacon, who 
was then governor general of Havana, 
and told him If ids life was spared he 
would denounce his entire band and 
assist him in ridding the island of the 
number of pirates which infested it at 
that period. Accordingly General Tacon 
gave him two weeks’ parole and Inside 
of a week Marty had denounced his fel­ 
low pirates and turned them over to 
the government. 
For this service he 
was pardoned. 
In 183<J Marty asked for the conces­ 
sion to build a national theater on the 
site of Barque Central. 
It was granted 
to him. 
General Tacon went further 
and allowed him the privilege of the 
use of forty convicts who were then 
confined In Morro castle to assist him 
in the w'ork, each convict receiving the 
sura of 20 cents a day. 
In 1838 the 
theater was finished and Marty, as a 
proof of the gratitude he felt toward
